A timonizer corpus [4 
um ex Mercario aſſumit, eſtque natura Mevrcrrij craſſiſſima, poſt- 
quam expurgatur, vires & wvirtutes Mtrecnri| omaes rettnit nihilgge 
eſt alind, quam coagulatus Mercurins per ſpiritum Salt 5 Sulphur. 
And therefore it is generally, by all the Spagiricks, called the Bal. 
ſame, Reſtorer, and Preſerver of Nature. 

It was fiiſt diſcovered by Geber King of Arabia, and by him cal- 
led Magneſia; for as,fagnes draweth Iron unto it with the one 
point, and expelleth it with the other : So this magnetically extra- 
Reth tos, and expelleth from the Stomack, whatſoever within the 
whole body of mans found to be offenſive to Nature, or.contrary 
to the health and good conſtitution of the body. | 

It is alſo called Z»7:s, for that it devoureth and deſtroyeth all 
Mc«rtals except the Lyon, which is Gold ; and that it retineth and pu- 


rifieth above all other things; ſo doth it alſo deftroy all the _ pt

humors that are within the body of man, leaving no impurity to re- 
main in the ſame. ; 
Baſilins Valentinus Monachus, compareth it to a Ring, without 
beginning,without ending, for that his Medicinall and naturall Vir- 
is rues are tnſcrutable and paſt finding out. 
Hy Many are the Medicines that are prepared of this Minerall,both 
4 againſt inward and outward Infirmities ; but I freely and willingly 
diſclaim them all (eſpecially for inward cauſes) ſaving only 
the Reg/rs, and what may be conveniently prepared by help of the 
ſame, ſaying with learned and conſcionable Dzncarus, Cetera ſciens 
omitto, tanquam pernitioſa meaicamenta, Fatroch. Barn. pag. 91. con- 
renting my felf with that, which by authority and t: ſtimony of the 
learned, and the experiments of my worthy friends, ani by com- 
mon praQice and experience ſhall be (by Gods grace ) invincibly 
confirmed. The firſt corner-ſtone of my building, (hall be that of 
| Daxcarus, confirmed alfo by laborious and learned Milins : Hic 
{5 Regulus eft ſummum auri examen, ac vera omnium florum, & tins 
| Eurarum meaicinalium, in Antimonio exiſtentium materia, that is, 
This Regwlxs is the chicfelt examination of gold, and the true ſubject 
and matter of all medicinall Virtues, coatained within the Body of 
Antimony. To this agreeth the teitimony of Buyſilires Valentinns 
Z1onachas, calling it Regulus, ſire Dominus meadicing. 

Divine Authority,Nature, and Experience confirmeth this truth ; 
for as life is hid in man, ſo in all things, whether Animal, Vegitable, 
or Minerall, it is invifibly incentred, and ſo punAually indiſcerna- 
able, that according to the learned Philoſopher Afich. Sengivodins 
Pelrns, the living ſpark is only the 8200. part of any ſubject : ad-- 
mire then the effeRuall power of that ſpark of life mentioned in the 
reſembled Muſtard-ſeed ; and this to the underſtanding Reader, | 
may give ſome touch, both for the univerſality, penetration,and per- 

petuation of this divine Medicine. | 

And now having diſcovered my /Aateria prima, I will produce 
ſach workmen for the erection of this little Fabrick, ſo wgll expe- 
rienced in their profound knowledge, that though by malice and 
ignorance, th:y have been often blamed, they could never be ſha- 
med, nor juſtly reproved, and the firſt ſhall be thac Orientall Star b 
of Naturall, Spagiticall, and Magneticall light and knowledge 
Theophraftus Paracelſus.

neither is there any one found fo skillfull in the chiefe ſecrets of Na= 
- ture, or ſo excellent a Spagyrick, that can finde out fully the vir- 
tues and medicinall properties of Antimony : it is ſo much exalted 
inhis firſt Being, and aypointed from the beginning to excell all 0- 
ther Minerals that are of the Element of water, that his virtues 
ſhould be, and remain, without waſte, or diminution for ever : and 
that it ſhould ſympathize and apply to the celeſtiall influence , ſo to 
be perpetually ſuſteined in full efficacy, virtue, and effet. There- 
fore of all Mineralls it obteineth the praiſe of the greateſt ſecret, It 
purgeth it ſelf, and together with him all other bodies, and although 
it findeth bur little which is clean or pure : it purifieth cleanſerh, 
and changeth that unclean body to be moſt pure and clean, as 
it is well known by practice and experience made upon leprous per- 
ſons.

And in the eight book he declareth'at large the feverall virtues 
and medicinall operations of many other excellent Vegitables and 
Minerals, and in the end concludeth, Hr junttin xn in eAntimonio 
latent ; Theſe that we have ſeverally ſpoken of ate all inclufively 
contained in Antimony alone. 

In the ſixth book, pag. 22. He teacheth hoiv, by their excellency 
in virtue and operation, to diſtinguiſh of the preheminence, and de-

This we ſee to hap- 
pen in Antimony, it cureth Leprofie, cl:areth the Complexion, 
ſtayeth the falling of the Hair,curech Ring-worms. Tetrers,and ſcur- 
vineſs of the Skin, all Scabs and ſpreading Sores, and all contasious 
and infeticu; D.ſcaſes. And again afterwards, Antimony expclleth 
the Leproſte more effeually than would be believed, the like ope- 
ration it hath againlt other deſperate Diſcaſes. 

And in the third book, pa2.343. Aztimoninm nihil finit patreſcere : 
Antimony ſuftereth nothing to corrupt or putrifie within the body 
of man. And in the fourth book, pag. 265. Antimoninm per tranſ- 
mutationes rerum preparatum eſt, eoque reduitum ut in dulcedinem 
abjcrit, hec ab infantibies lintta,C:duczum ſanavit in Antimonio vis ac 
ram potenus Arcanum latet, ut paroxyſmum etiam vehementiſſimun: 
ro/lit : Antimony is fo to be prepared, and brought to thar ſweerneſs 
that it may be taken of Infants, and haye been thercby cured of the 
falling ſickneſſe ; there is fo great virtue and power in Antimony, 
chat it taketh away, and preventeth the moſt extremeſt firs of the 
Falling- ſickneſs, Paracs!/. ib. 4. pag. 265. 

Furthermore, he in the ſixth book, pag. 146. ſaith, Sic ut Anti» 
wigm finit Anrum, fic eadem ratione ac forma finit corpus : In illo enins 
eſt efentia, que nihil impu#i cum purg confunil ſinit, atquo ade wire 
tus permanſerit, ita nt ſeſe ex mflucutla ſemper dirivat, neque aliquid 
at wi; ac virtute nativa umquan deceſ}erit.

Like as Antimony retincth Gold, fo alto by the ſame reaſon an4 
manner it purifieth the body of man : In it thcre is that eſjence that 
ſuftereth no impurity nor uncleaneſſe to remaine confuſedly inter- 
mingled amongſt the pure and good, and his virtues ſo conſtantly 
remaineth, directing himfelfe alwayes according to the heavenly 
inflaence, that of his natucall virtue and power, lic ſhall at no 
time ſufter loile or diminution thereof. Worthily thetefore doe 
we attribute to this alone, the power and virtue of all Minerals, 
whoſe chiefe and moſt powerfull ſecret cft:As, Antimony compre- 
hendeth in+it ſclfe alone, he refineth himſelf, and puriticth,toge-

It is received by the conſent and common opinion of all Herme- 
ticall Philoſophers, that the TAfagneſia of Sarwrne, which they call 
Antimony, is the originall: and beginning of all metalls.
